C. Simmons, Shire Engineer, 
indicated the necessity of 
running a drain.through the 
Truganina area to the sea. 

It is understood that a priv- 
ate firm was interested in 
the reclamation of the area 
by using filling frem a large 
boat anchorage to be develop- 
ed in the reserve. 

The Board of Works made 
public its plans for drainage 
of East and West, Altona. 

One idea was the filling in 
of the greater part of Lake 
Seaholme or alternatively a 
scheme much in line with the 
present line. A large, very 
wide drain was suggested for 
the western sector. 


THE BEACH 

The broken pilings at the 
end of the pier were a haz- 
ard but applications for their 
removal brought the answer 
— no finance. 

Early in the year it was 
recorded that 500 loads of 
seaweed and rubbish had 
been removed at a cost of 
£1,000. An informal visit by 
the Chairman of the Board,

Council refused an applica- 
tion by a wholesale butcher 
to zone 35 acres of land as 
a noxious trade area.

At one stage the fall-out 
from the Carbon Black plant 
was protested against. Car- 
bon Black admitted the fault 
as a human error and said 
it would not recur. 


BUS AND RAIL SERVICES 

Individual councillors con- 
stantly advocated a better 
bus service. The then pro- 
prietor just as consistently 
maintained that he was giv- 
ing the maximum service 
possible and at the cheapest 
rates. 

It was announced that im- 
provements would be’ made 
to the Paisley rail station. 
At another stage, a council 
land acquisition was for rail-

YOUTH CLuB 

Under its President, Mr, T. 
McGarry the Altona Youth 
Club carried out a full pro- 
gram of activities. They met 
in'the R.S.L. Hall.

PIER STREET PARKING 

A second plan for the com- 
mercial zone was being pre- 
pared, The first had become 
obsolete by current building 
activity. 

SHOPPING AREAS 

A tentative proposal was 
made for a new subdivision, 
including a 9% acre shopping 
area near Seaholme State 
chool. 

Council gave permission for 
seven shops on the hotel site 





in Altona North. A shopping 


centre -was being considered 
for Harrington Square. 
CENTRAL HOTEL 

Altona Central Hotel was 
opened in September. Some 
councillors were concerned 
that the name should have 
been Altona North Hotel. 

ELDERLY CITIZENS 

The Elderly Citizens Club- 
rooms in Sargood Street, Al- 
tona, was built and opened 
in December. 

WORKING MENS’ CLUB 

Inaugural meetings of the 
club and the ladies auxiliary 
were held. Most concern 
was over the obtaining of a 
Suitable site.

The Council opened a home 
heip service with Mrs. L.

SUNSHINE COUNCILLOR 


Spesking strongly on the 
traffic hazard at the 
Geelong-Millers Roads . cor- 
ner Sunshine councillor N. 
Powell said, when pointing 
out the incidence of Altona 
traffic, “} agree that Brook- 
lyn should be annexed to 
Altona.” 


Cr. Powell is a councillor 
for the Sunshine Southern 
ward which includes Brook- 
lyn. 


Traffic lights for this inter- 
section were authorised by 
the Traffic Commission in 
September last. So far the 
Sunshine Council has not yet 
received the plan for the 
lights. 


In his remarks Cr. Powell 
said there had been 480 
accidents and 14 deaths 
there. Altona residents will 
agree with him in his em- 
phasis on the extreme ur- 
gency of these lights. 


In his reference to Brook- 
lyn he made the point that 
“three quarters of the traf- 
fic on the intersection comes 
from Altona” 


Of course it is solely for 
the residents of Brooklyn to 
decide for themselves as to 
whether they stay with Sun- 
shine or transfer to Altona. 


In 1960 the Altona Coun- 
cil did consider making an 
application to rectify its 
boundary by the acquisition 
of Brooklyn. However, they 
withdrew it at the last 
minute. Since then they 
have made no further move. 


Some years ago it is be- 
lieved that an attempt was 
made to have the matter 
considered at a meeting of 
the Brooklyn. Labor Party. 
Nothing oppears to have 
eventuated, 


Logically the divisory fac- 
tor of the Geelong Road 
would tend to weaken the 
association of the Brooklyn 
area with the remainder of 
Sunshine. A further aspect 
is being brought about by 
the Lower Yarra Freeway. 
The people of Brooklyn and 
part of Altona will be in a 
segment bounded on the 
north by the Geelong Road 
and on the south by the 
Freeway.

POOR AMATEUR MUSICIANS DRAG 


— SCENE 


DOWN

Things have never looked brighter 
on the Australian pop scene and yet 
one thing really bothers me. 


There has been a big increase in 
the amount of struggling amateur 
pop groups who will play at dances 
for nothing to promote their act. 
These groups are dragging the scene 
down because they are putting pro- 
fessional groups out of work and 
making easy’ money for “get rich 
quick’ dance promoters. 


Discotheque and dance pro- ; 
moters can rub their hands; 


with glee because they all 
have mile-long lists of hope- 
ful newcomers just waiting 
to audition at their dance. 
And why should they pay for 
groups when they can get 
second rate to do the job for 
nothing? The disco promoter 
is now able to book one ex- 
pensive act for half an hour 
(which is usually given a big- 
ger build up than it is worth) 
to attract plenty of people. 
The rest of the entertainment 
is provided free by young 
musicians who waste their 
time and petrol. Because in 
order to, keep his overhead 
low the promoter will tell the 
auditioning groups that they 
ae not ‘quite what he want- 


Conscience? You're joking 
of course. Mr. Big does not 
have time to Jet his con- 
science bother him because 
he is too busy making money 
by exploiting the pop scene 
and his young patrons. He 
will always bill his feature 
group and if, he is extra 
generous the guest gets a 
billing too. If not they are 
billed as “Guest Artists’. 


Some of you may think 
I am being harsh on the poor 
ald disco promoters, but do 
not be fooled. Some profes- 
sional pop groups in Mel- 
bourne have been payed $25 
for a performance. And this 
is outrageous when one con- 
siders the cost involved every 
time a group takes to the 
road. Let’s start with the 
instruments. If a group has 
not got between $3,000 and 
$4,000 worth of equipment it 
is not in the running. And a 
van is essential to cart all 
this debris from dance to 
disco. 


But this is only the start 
because every group needs 
decent clothes to wear on 
stage and most groups (even 
top ones) spend money and 
time travelling to practice 
during the week. Not all 
dances have their own PA 
system either (they think 
that naturally the group can 
afford one). So you can see 
that if a group splits $25 for 
a performance today, they 
have played purely for the 
fun of it. 


However, the dance pro- 
moters are not always to 
blame because they arrange 
many of their bookings 
through agencies. The agency 
manager will then offer some 
small time group a fee which 
is usually only a percentage 
of what his agency is being 
paid for the booking. And 
then the group may have to 
wait nearly a fortnight for 
its pay. This is no good at 
all when the guys may have 
travelled 100 miles for a 
country booking. 


There have been a number 
of instances where groups 
have not been paid by crook- 
ed agents and this goes for 
top groups as well. 








UNION IS 
REQUIRED 


At the moment the only 
answer seems to be a union 
for pop groups. I am aware 
that there is already a Mus- 
ician’s Union in Australia but 
this really only applicable to 
hotel groups that play at one 


, Place all night. 


With pop groups, the trend 
is to play guest spots or one 
hour brackets at three dif- 
ferent places in one night. 
So a_ special system is re- 
quired for stabilising prices 
for a bracket. In many ways 
this would not be practical 
because different groups have 
various degrees of appeal to 
a particular audience. And 
in Melbourne some groups 
can command $240 for a half 
hour appearance whereas a 
part-time group might be 
lucky. to. make $20. - 


But it woula ve a lof more 
satisfying to many of these 
younger groups if a minimum 
price of $30 to $40 a bracket 
was fixed as the appearance 
fee. And if the promoters 
want an audition why can’t 
they hold the audition in an 
empty hall instead of making 
money at the group's ex- 
pense.Because if a promoter 
is any good he should be able 
to tell on first hearing wheth- 
er a group will have appeal. 

At the moment the same 
old groups are making the 
Same money purley on their 
names. I am a great fan of 
Max Merritt’s but I agree 
with Stan Rofe who says the 
group has gone stale. I don’t 
think they are stale because 
they play the same old num- 
bers. I think they are stale 
because they are just content 
to play and get their money. 
They do not put anythng into 
their act anymore and after 
seeing Doug Parkinson at a 
dance in Surfers last week I 
just cannot see how he rakes 
the money in. His group was 
just a complete flop com- 
pared to the other acts that 
night. . 

So let’s have some changes 
on the Australian pop scene 
this year. We need more 
honest managers, another 
two agencies to compete with 
the big two in Melbourne and 
above all people who are 
willing to work hard and 


talk _ straight. 
And to all struggling new 
groups! 4 
“Please don't play for 
nothing”’.

I think 
the time has come when 
groups should change their 
disco acts completely and not 
just stomp on stage, turn 
the amps up full blast and 
drown their singers.
